Reasons for Allowance

combination with the other claimed limitations, "creating an instruction for said virtual 
function, said instruction comprising a control transfer function that directs execution to 
instrumentation code; ... loading said address for said instruction upon determining that 
a call to said virtual function is a virtual function call, thereby directing execution to said 
instrumentation code; and executing said instrumentation code to perform an 
instrumentation task for said virtual function" as recited in independent Claim 1 and as 
similarly recited in independent Claims 9 and 17.
